PENALTY FOR PIGS 


There were 1,472,000 more hogs on Iowa 
farms in January of 1940 than in January 
of 1939, but those 1,472,000 head were worth 
just $29,069,000 less than nothing. 


That’s what the annual livestock survey 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture seems to show. 


Early in 1939, the livestock survey found 
8,179,000 head of hogs on Iowa farms. Their 
estimated value was $117,139,000. 


Early in 1940, the livestock survey found 
9,651,000 head of hogs on Iowa farms. Their 
estimated value was $88,070,000. 


In return for working hard and getting 
1,472,000 more hogs on hand, the total value 
of the hog property on lowa farms had been 
cut more than 29 million dollars. 


The same thing went on all over the na- 
tion. Total hog numbers rose from 49,293,000 
last year to 58,312,000 this year. Total hog 
values dropped from $552,626,000 to $454,- 
280,000. 


Farmers must turn back to 1933 to find a 
January survey which shows as many hogs 
on hand as this year. In 1933, the total was 
62,127,000 head. 


Where did the extra nine million head 
come from that forced up hog numbers and 
forced down hog prices since January, 1939? 
Mostly from the corn belt. Corn belt states 
supplied an increase of 6,815,000 head; the 
sixteen southern states supplied an increase 


of 1,683,000 head. 


Iowa did its share. The increase in Iowa 
hog numbers of 1,472,000 head is almost 
equal to the total increase in sixteen south- 
ern states.

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Grape Vine 
Pruning 


One good way to keep your grapes 
n good shape is to follow the long 
renewal system. 
nder this system, you maintain 
central stalk reaching from the 
ound up past the bottom or first 
wire of the fence support. From that 
stalk each year, there should be four 
six side or lateral canes, each 
carrying about twelve to fifteen buds. 
In other words, each healthy vine 
root annually is called on to support 
he growth from about sixty buds. 
These four to six lateral canes 
should come out from the central 
talk at different places and fan 
itward and upward over the sup 
ort wires. For example, the two 
,ottom canes may be tied onto the 
rst or bottom wire. The intermedi- 
two canes may be fastened to 
bottom wire near their base or 
a middle wire, and then tied at 
heir ends to the top wire. The up- 
permost canes are tied to grow along 
he top wire only.

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Barn Drafts Are Bad 


Open hay chutes and unceiled shed 

paces in barns are to blame for a 
ood deal of livestock disease be- 
use of the drafts they cause. This 
ic the opinion of Dr. John B. Bryant, 
Linn county, lowa, veterinarian. 

Where livestock sheds are built 

ong the sides and across one end 
of a center hay mow, there is almost 
certain to ‘be a cold draft thru the 
ched doors and up over the hay. Per- 
manent ceilings of tight fitting lum-, 
ber or a temporary canopy of straw 

d poles would greatly reduce this 
obiectionable air movement. 

Even in ceiled barns, however, hay 
chutes may cause a suction of air 
thru the sheds. A good sign of draft 
ic when animals in the barn start 
tc crowd up or prefer to go outside 
to jie down. 

Hogs, in particular, do not like to 
sleep in a draft. They seek out pock- 
ets of still air and will pile up in 
euch pockets. A great deal of crowd- 
ing ensues, and the hogs are alter- 
nately inside the pile where it is too 
warm and outside where the draft 
skirts their location. Such alternate 
chilling is bad because it increases 
danger of colds, pneumonia and flu. 


Colors Control Tempering 
The first step in tempering a tool, 

such as a cold chisel, is to heat the 

lower two-thirds of it to a dull red. 

Then dip the heated end about one 
and one-half inches into cold wate! 
and move around rapidly. In about 
eight or ten seconds, the tip should 
be cooled sufficiently; drops of wa- 
ter will cling to it. 

Meanwhile, the middle part of the 
chisel should still be a dull red. This 
heat is to be utilized in reheating 
the tip to just the right degree be- 
fore the final cooling in the water. 
The tip, after the preliminary cool 
ing, is, of course, too hard for prac 
tical use. 

4s soon as the chisel is withdrawn 


from the water the first time, polish 
one side of the tip for about three- 
fourths of an inch with sandpaper or

emery cloth. This gets down to 
bright metal that will show the vari- 
ous colors that indicate degree of 
temper. 

The first color to move down with 
the remaining heat from the main 
chisel body is strak, followed by 
brown, violet, dark blue and finally 
light blue, all within half an inch. 

The stage at which the final cool- 
ing should be given a chisel for ordi- 
nary work is when the violet has 
reached the tip and the blue is close 
behind. At that time, plunge the end 
again into water and move it rapidly 
around. After two or three minutes, 
drop the whole tool in. 

Since chisels ordinarily are prop- 
erly tempered for only a little way 
beyond the point, retempering may 
become necessary after a good deal 
of grinding or sharpening has taken 
place. 


Cheap Cold-Frame 

An inexpensive cold frame fo 
starting garden plants may be made 
of boards or planks twelve inches 
Wide for the back and six or eight 
inches for the front. 

Regulate the width and length of 
the frame opening so that it will 
support the glass window sash to be 
used.

A solidly built box, four feet in all 
of its dimensions, will make a good 
feed mixer if mounted on a frame and 
evenly balanced so that it can be 
turned easily The door to the box 
should be strongly fastened. <A few 
baffle-plates nailed on the inside 
walls of the box will aid in the mix- 
ing.

It is expected that the 1940 census 
will show the same percentage of 
our population on farms as in 1930, 
whereas the normal expectancy on 
he basis of past decades would be 
a fifth fewer. Obviously, anything 
done to increase employment in the 
cities is going to take a great pres- 
sure from the land. 

The AAA gets blamed tor some of 
this tenant trouble. Hundreds of 
landlords are said to have quit leas- 
ing their land. They are going to 
hired help, so they can get all of the 
AAA check. The dispossessed tenant 
claims, quite naturally, that such a 
change in operation is clearly violat- 
ing the spirit of the AAA Jaw.
